It IS reported that the state of¬ 
ficials of Mississippi are trying to re- 
iort to technicalities in order to dis¬ 
franchise the Socialist voters in tlie 
coming general election. 

Henry C. Frick, the iron master, 
has just paid $l(x>,ooo for a box at 
the opera in New York. He is sup¬ 
port^ by workingmen, and after 
'making htpi a pensioner on their 
indu-stry, they can tardTy begrudge 
him the right of living up to his 
inoome. There is nothing small 
about the American workingman. 

And the odd thing about it is 
that Japan itself believes in tlie ex¬ 
clusion of people who have a lower 
standard of living than the natives. 
It seems that railway contractors 
hnpc'»e<t 800 Qiinese into Japan, 
and uieir wages were thirty to fifty 
per cent lower tlian those of the 
Japs. The workmen’s guilds very 
properly objected and forced the 
government to send the coolies 
bock to their own country. Will 
the workmen’s organizations in this 
ctnintry protect their standard of 
living as jealously as did the active 
Japanese workers? If they do not 
there will be frightful times ahead. 

President Duke of the tobacco 
trust gave his wife a necklace cost¬ 
ing $200,000. If Duke, who does 
not work for a living, could do 
that, how expensive a necklace do 
you think the average workingman 
who docs create wealth should be 
able to present hit wife? Wives 
are often referred to as consorts. 
In marine parlance a consort is a 
boat flat is towed by a steam- 
barge. If the steambarge is a sea¬ 
worthy one so much the safer for 
the consort. Under ithe capitalist 
system the consort of an gllc "duke” 
is the one that will wear the dia¬ 
monds. And ' that fact does not 
augur very well for the security of 
the American home. 

According to Gen. Booth of the 
Salvation -Army, high wages are 
■oon to come to an end and the 
working class must prepare to ac¬ 
cept the changed condition with 
planfuincss in economizing and 
with becoming Chri.sfian resigna¬ 
tion. But we arc not so sure about 
the resignation business. In order 
to have a working class that is re¬ 
signed to economic oppression, that 
working class must be ignorant of 
their rights. Education lias gone 
too far for that. The working class 
is beginning W tnoic. They know 
already that it is their industry that 
society rests on, and they are going 
to demand more of what they pro¬ 
duce instead of being content with 
less. 

The Borah trial has been a fine 
illustration of the double-handed¬ 
ness -of the law. Borah is a_ man 
b the capitalist swim. He is an 
United States senator and an in- 
fluencial personage in Western poli¬ 
tics. It was for him to be 
caught in the Western land scandals 
and it was so very important that 
Us senatorial toga be kept from 
visible marks of uncleanlmess that 
even the president, the head of the 
Republican party, was laboring to 
■Ueld him. 'And out W’est, where 
Standard Oil and other cormorant 
interests usually say who shall be 
chosen judges, it it usually not very 
bard to get on bfloential man out 
of the clutches of the law. And 
the Borah case shows very clearly 
bow it can be done. A woricingman 
who breaks the law, however petty 
tile misdemeanor, generally gets be¬ 
hind the bars so quick he has had 
scarcely time to know what has hap¬ 
pened to him. ’There are no sym¬ 
pathetic officials ready to help him 
out of its meshes. -Gmtrast this 
notorious fact with the procedure 
in the Borah case. Borah was the 
attorney for a thieving lumber com¬ 
pany, for a band of bind pirates. He 
did the legal worie-for the thieves. 
That b. knowledge of law was 
nsed by them for hire in their ne- 
larious schemes. The average man 
would say he was an acces.sory. 
That it is criminal to help on crime. 
Not so the court The court prac¬ 
tically ruled that unless the prosecu¬ 
tion Oonld show that Borah was a 
partaker in the thievings that he 
could not be held. And, of course, 
the big salary he received was not 
part of the'thievings of the thieves’ 
avndicate he worked for! Well, 
Borah has gone free.

vtdtialism and denounce Socialism, 
saying it is akin to anarchy, they 
sIkjw their ignorance. 

"The capitalists today have more 
power tian kings and nobles, and 
have tlie common people in their 
control more effectively than did the 
feudal lords have the freemen and 
scrf5_ during the fcu'tal system. 

"You say the law curbs the capi¬ 
talists and. restricts tlieir power. 
Don't the moneyed class buy the 
goveniment by buying the” sen¬ 
ators? Many a senator is the agent 
of capital, and you know it." 

His clas.s was studying Socialism 
and .Anarcliisin. Said the jirofes- 
sor; 

“Indiviiliulism is near to anarchy, 
but far from Sticialism. Socialism 
and anarchy are extremes, the 
former wanting government .su¬ 
preme, the latter wanting to ilestrov 
it? .Many jicrsons favor indivici- 
ualisni and denounce Socialism aJ 
being akin to anarchy, thereby 
showing their gross ignorance, for 
tlicir own hobby, individualism, is 
next door to anarchy." 

The professor also showed that 
economic conditions arc no tetter 
miw for the people, in spite of our 
wonilcrful (irogress in civilization, 
tiun they were hundreds of years 
ago. Me said; 

"Wc liKik hack to the femlal sy*- 
tem and rejoice that now we lave 
no Manor lords to whom freemen 
and .serfs must render services, lint 
we lave a system just as bail, t hir 
capitalists take the place 01 tlie 
lords and have mure (luwcr over 
those teneath them. This is a re¬ 
public where all are presumably 
et|ual, and yet the capitalist has 
iixirc jiower tiuii kings and nobles. 

"We have no lords and nobles in 
Ulis country, hut we Itavc worse 
things." ho declared. "Who can 
tell me what class of persons has 
nuire (xtwer than the feudal lords ?” 

"TIic capitalists," ventured a 
young woman, timidly. 

For a moment the professor 
looked at her and then ncxldctl as¬ 
sent. 

"Do you all see that?” he 
queried, and everyone seemed to 
agree. 

"1 have in mind an illustration of 
llat.’’.Jie'1vetit on. "Yoa have all 
heard of Charles Schwab, the sted 
magnate. When he left Germany 
some years ago lie was a pour peas¬ 
ant, whom no one would look at. 
He came over to this country, cor¬ 
nered a mass of wealth, and went 
home to the fatherland a short time 
ago. Peasants from miles around 
came to see hint, and more tIan 
that. He was greater than the 
nobte.s. ’They flocked to him to 
greet him with great honor. His 
wealth made him greater titan 
they." 

"Blit, professor, in this coimtry 
the government curbs the capital¬ 
ist and restricts his power," ex¬ 
plained a student. 

"Oh,- is that so?" was the reply. 
“Can’t the capialisa buy the gov¬ 
ernment bv buving the senators? 
Yes, and thej- tfo it now. All you 
have to do is read the magazines 
to find that out” 

We have quoted the above thus 
extensively brause it 'o well slfiws 
the change that it co-ning over our 
institutions of learning. It is really 
universal education coming to 
flower. It is only natural that un¬ 
fettered eduration should bring 
forth the tnuh as its blossoms. 
Some of onr readers will remetn- 
ter back thiny or forty years ago 
wten only tlfo favored few Were 
laliitial newspaper rcatlcrs. and the 
newsjapers were for the most part 
engaged in the capitalistic |irartice 
of only letting the people know 
what was "safe" for them to know. 

It is different today. Much as. 
they wish to, they arc forced^ to 
open up a good deal of truUi. Now 
everybody read*, and the cheap 
magazines, relying on cheap sales 
and many of them, lave had to 
print the things the people wish to 
read, anil hence all the articles of 
exposure of capitalistic rottenness. 
•And so it is todav that college pro¬ 
fessors dare to «pcak out the truth 
without very great fear of losing 
their jobs^_

The Serving Class—From the Inside! 


{Xoic. The following U the *<cond I 
of a aeries of papers written for the 
HERAI.D by a Socialist who has i 
been a waiter in the higher cliss ho¬ 
tels and swell restaurants of the ct^n- < 
try. lie has thus been brought into 
contact with the profligate _rich_ of 
our cities and with our milionaires 
and big eaploitora. and has had ex¬ 
ceptional opportunities to estimate 
their characters and their lack of 
character, for they spread waste and 
degradation wherever they go. Some 
things that onght to be knuw-n will 
have to be omitted because unprint¬ 
able, but otherwise the exposure will 
be complete from his point of view.) 

n. MittsMi Enplore*. 

At I stated in the first article, 
the sytteni which prevails in the 
hotels and restaurants is itpheld 
and supported by die men and 
women workers of these places. It 
is hard to guest or say when, how 
and by whom these conditions will 
be changed. I know it is the work¬ 
ers, male and female, wlio will have 
to bring about a change for the bet¬ 
ter, while the proprietors will try 
to bring about worse conditions for 
their help if possible; that is, longer 
hours of labor and less pay. 
It it quite easy for them to accom¬ 
plish this, as there is a vast army of 
unemployed men and women ready, 
to take the places of those turned 
out by die proprietors, managers, 
stewards, chefs, head waiters, 
housekeepers, head porters, chief 
engineers, or chief carpenters who 
have men under them in the man¬ 
agement of the hotels. 

The working conditions in large 
hotels and restaurants are simply 
horrible. The hours are long and 
wues are small. 

One set of waiters, cooks, pantry 
girls, pantry men. glass, silver and 
dish washers starts to work at 6 
o’clock in the morning and work 
until 11:3c# in the forenoon. They 
go away and come back again at 
5:30 in tlx afternoon. They can 
then stay until l o’clock in the 
morning. 

The other set comes in at 11130 
in the forenoon, works until 8:30 
in the evening and next day they 
coihe in at 6 in the morning, stay 
until 11:30 in the forenoon, come 
back at s:30 in the afternoon and 
stay until closing time, which is 
about I o’clock of the following 
morning. 

’There is another batch, which is 
known as the reserve watch. They 
oocne 0 work at 7:30 in the morn¬ 
ing, stay until 10:30, then they are 
relieved unUl 11:30 in the fore¬ 
noon, remaining until 3:30 o’clock 
in the afternoon, then serve again 
from 5:30 to 8:30 p. m. and then 
again from 10:30 m the evening 
sluring the theater rush and remain 
nntil the place closes at 1 o’clock, or

even 3 o'clock in some cases. 

These workers work tlic .same 
hours each day, week in and week 
out, and for their lalior tlicy receive 
the magnificent amount of $35 to 
$30 a month. TItc abovi 'oentionesl 
hours of labor aiqdy to n alters ami 
their hei|>ers. who are called omni¬ 
buses or Ims boys. ' These helpers 
receive to S25 a month. $18 in the 
East, $30 in the Middle West and 
up to $35 on the I'acific Coast. 

The treatment die waiters and 
Ims boys receitie at the hands of 
their superiors is .something abom¬ 
inable. They arc looked upon with 
utter contempt by all the other help 
in the establishenient. T^e head 
j waiters and captains are themselves 
[men who have graduated frpm the 
ranks of die waiters, but as our 
system of exploitation for profit 
prostitutes and debauclics every¬ 
body it can, so it does these head 
waiters. They soon turn into faith¬ 
ful slave drivers who know no 
mercy or pity. They become merci¬ 
less, brutal tyrants who seem to 
think that the more cruel tlicy are 
the nxire secure their (Xisitioiis; But 
as there is a limit to everything so 
it is in this case. Some men stand 
it for days, some for weeks, some 
for months, but very few for years, 
for the day of reckoning comes 
sooner or later. 

For instance, the writer of these 
lines worked some seven or eig'.it 
years ago in the St. Andrew Hotel 
in New York. There was a head 

waiter named Z-, an old rascal. 

a typical product of capitalism— 
there are no words to describe tliat 
kind of mon. the most appropriate 
term would be “monster.” No 
sooner liad he taken the position 
in said establishment than he began 
to discharge two or three men every 
ilay without any apparent cause. 
Things went on’in this manner for 
six days. On the seventh day the 
writer’ of these lines called the 
waiters together and explained to 
them the outlook, or chances for 
remaining at work, unless they 
acted promptly. I told them the 
only thing that we could do was to 
engage a messenger and send him 
to the manager with a letter which 
1 would prepare, demanding tlie im¬ 
mediate discharge of the head 
waiter, wdth the alternative that we 
would all quit instantly. This took 
place at 6:30 p. m., and the main 
business in said house was done 
from 6 to 8:30 p. m., the time when 
every waiter was needed in tlie din¬ 
ing room. The manager, seeing 
there was no chance for him to get 
forty waiters inside of a quarter of 
an hour, chose the least evil of the 
two and discharged the head waiter

Tlie 
present manager there is a man wlio 
was head waiter in Kin.sley's fash¬ 
ionable restaurant until it closed in 
1904. In l<i03. when the waiters 
and the liotel and restaurant ein- 
ploye.s went on strike, this man Ixr- 
came the president of the liotel 
Kestanrant (Iwners’ .Association, a 
Judas to his own class. Hut hr |>aid 
dearly for that. .After the Kinsley 
restaurant ckisetl he started in Inisi- 
ness for him.self. but he did not last 
long. TTic waiters and cixiks had 
not forgotten what he did to them 
and they actually put him out of 
business irt short order. .Afterward 
he accepted a position as heail 
waiter in Lxiuisville.but his Citizen.*-' 
iMIiancc record followed him there 
and the waiters refused to work for 
him. Later he got a position as 
head waiter in tlic Stratford Hotel 
in Chicago and he lasted stvcit 
days. C)n the seventh ilay, at (> 
o'clock in the evening, when the 
dinner was to commence, all the 
waiters in unison removed their 
aprons and told the manager tliat 
cither Mr. Koppcll had to jp or 
they would, and he had to “.skiiloo” | 
again. | 

When he liec.anie mamiger of tlie 
Standard Club he told some of the 
board of directors how much more 
successfully he could nianago the 
dining room than the previous 
steward, as they call them in the 
clubs, who. by the way. was a man 
who believed in the (kxtrine of live 
and let live. 

Under the former steward the 
waiters were paid $3 with whitp 
vests and $3.50 with black vests, 
and whatever tips they could get 
from the guests or members of the 
club. 

But a* soon as the Citizens’ Al¬ 
liance monster took the position tlie 
wages of the extra waiters, of 
whom they need a good many dur¬ 
ing the year, were cut down to 
$ 3.50 and $ 3.00 respectively. And 
the members or guests were no 
longer permitted to tip the waiter 
under penalty of the money fine 
or expulsion from the club. So 
when the twenty-five men already 
mentioned were sent to the club 
to serve a fine wedding dinner, 
most of us had to get booked two 
or three days before the dinner 
came off and we had spent quite 
a little, each according to his 
means, in said waiters’ excliangc 
(because the proprietor is not in 
^siness for love, but for the profit 
that he makes out of the sale of 
beer, cigars and cheap booze), be¬ 
sides which every waiter liad to 
appear neat and clean in the ban¬ 
quet liall, meaning an expense of 
from 40 to 50 cents—clean shirt, 
shave, shoes shined, clean collar and 
tie, 10 or 30 cents car fare, accord¬ 
ing to distance travelcil. etc. .So 
it can be seen what a large sum of 
money was left for them ont of 
their wages. 

Well, we reached the club that 
evening at S o’clock and fixed up 
the tables. About 6:30 I started 
talking to the boys abtnit deniand- 
ing $ 33 X> extra as the supper would 
last until after 11 p. m. So twen¬ 
ty-three of the twenty-five gave me 
their names and pledged their sup¬ 
port. Since then the waiters have 
beoi demanding living wages, and 
it is not improbable tliat the cut¬ 
throat manager will sooner or later 
be looking for a new job.
